Early History of 
Ireland Described 
By Dr. Martin 

.ITjc. Guest Speaker at the New 
fnan Club's second meeting of the 
present session was Dr. C. P. Martin, 
who addressed the gathering at 
Congress Hall. He spoke briefly 
about the history and culture of 
the . early Inhabitants of . . Ireland, 
and traced their progress In these 
spheres imtll the coming of the 
Christian missionaries. 

Depicting the various Ages of 
Ireland by means of slides, Dr. 
Martin described the burying 
mounds and cysts that still stand 
today as monuments of the Stone, 
Bronze, and Iron Ages. These 
structures show that "civilization in 
Ireland was relatively high even 
centuries before the coming of the 
Christians." 

The round towers that are scat- 
tered along the coasts of Ireland 
were explained by Dr. Martin to be 
places of refuge for the sick and 
Infirm during the Norsemen's raids 
of the ninth century. They were 
impregnable to the Vikings* as 
saults, so were used t(f store the 
sacred articles of the Church. 

Mary Roche read a short paper 
on "A Best Seller.'^ the Bible, em 
phaslzing Its influence on- English 
literature. .. .

New tilings invariably ci\rry with Ihcm 
the hems and haws of the skeptical, and 
though an intelligent check on impulsive 
action is always to be desired, it would be 
wise to ascertain whether or not these 
hems and haws arc justified. 

Apparently, the main objection to the 
projected Council of War is the belief that 
it is designed to regiment the spare time 
of McGill Students and to organize their 
activity in an attempt to justify the ex- 
istence of a university in wartime. 

Now even if this committee did set out 
to dictate to students in matters concern- 
ing their leisure moments, it would hardly 
' 'be fair to expect a co-ordination of sub- 
duéd extra-curricular activity to accom- 
plish such a feat as the justification of 
-^■'McGill's present existence. It should, be 
ridiculous to contend that with a McQill 
man as commander-in-chief of the Cana- 
dian Forces overseas, with such a vast 
number of McGill men serving in all 
branches and capacities of the armed 
forces and in munitions industries, with 
McGill research men working in aid of the 
v'^' war effort in new fields, and with others 
being trained in the theoretical phase of 
leadership in the war effort in post-war 
life, that any right-thinking student would 
fear the closing of McGill's gates. 

However, even with the refutation of 
. obviously ridiculous oriticism, it would be 
in order to point out that the Council of 
; War does not propose to hold dictatorial 
. powers over student activity, not even to 
foist its plans for the war effort over those 
^^t^: ot the various campus clubs and societies, 
îfjl jit will merely recogniie that these groups 
will of their own accord seek ways and 
^ means to carry on their o\\-n aids to the 
general war effort and, on this basis, the 
committee proposes to act as a clearing 
house for the tentative plans of these 
groups and to co-ordinate them in such a 
way as to avoid running the risk of having 
/jieveral small war aid projects operating 
'0io their mutual disadvantage. 

Its main function, therefore, is to direct 
i^'l •all otherwise aimless and wasted activity 
along one main line, and thereby obtain 
maximum results in McGill's war effort 
a minimum of wasted energy. 
^^f'At the first meeting of the club repre- 
- sentativcs, this coming Thursday, it should 
be seen more clearly just how this may be 
. accomplished.

An exceptionally good action lilm,- gener- 
ously interspersed with humour, is the de- 
scription, in brief, of the current movie at the 
Palace, "A Yank in the RJ^F.,» with T^one 
Power and Betty Grable, The picture Is one 
where the action Is uppermost in Importance, 
carrying throughout a strong note of stirring 
propaganda; the acting Is really only a second- 
ary feature. 

The plot, in short, consist of IVronc Pow- 
er's fallings-out and reconciliations with Betty 
Grable. It Is to please her that Power, as a 
cock-sure young American pilot. Joins the 
R.A.F. At first he takes his work too lightly; 
and even, at the end, after the horror of Dun- 
kirk, he still does not seem to be entirely ser- 
ious toward the war or even towards Grable, 
It still appears that, when she isn't around, he 
will date any attractive girl who happens to 
be about. 

The film shows strikingly the British 
change of view concerning total war, the tran- 
sition from <!h:opplng propaganda leaflets to 
unleashing deadly bombs. The picture also 
holds up to ridicule the practice, obtaining in 
the early days of the war, of towing American- 
made planes across the Unlte$| States-Canadian 
border. 

No one will fail to be gripped by the ten- 
sion and drama ot the thrilling and spectacular 
scenes of the evacuation of Dunkirk; It Is sim- 
ply amazing the number of planes that are to 
be seen In these authentic shots of the actual 
dog.flght over the beleaguered port. After the 
Spitfires roar drafnatlcally to the rescue from 
across the Channel, the air is literally thick 
with aeroplanes; It is no wonder that some 
planes crash into each other. (This scene is 
guaranteed to make you gasp.) 

None ot the roles require a. tremendous 
amo&nt, of dramatic ability. Tyrone Jfower and 
Bctty.Grable arc adequate In. their portrayals; 
but one is left with the feeling that their act- 
ing could have been better. Aside from serv- 
ing as an excuse to have a glimpse of La ara- 
ble's admittedly fine figure, her so-called danc- 
ing and singing could be excluded. John Sut- 
ton, as Squadron-Leader Morley, gives a not- 
able performance as the gentlemanly, likeable 
rival for Miss Grable's affections. . (Wc 
wouldn't baye inlnded If he had won out.) 
Reginald Gardiner is effective In supplying a 
large number of comic touches. 

A scenic travelogue of the panorama ot the 
Rockies. Henry King and his Orchestra In one 
of those perennial Jazz-band shorts, and a 
comèdy round out a program that never drags 
for a moment. . — h. G. K.

(From the Vermont Cynic) 
DEMOCRACY IN COLLEGES. 
(Editor's Note.— The foUowing 
statement by Prof. W. £. Aiken of 
the English department was written 
In a letter to the editor ot The Burl- 
ington Free Press.) 

Modern college and • university 
education has recently been criticiz- 
ed as being undemocratic, and the 
University of Vermont has shared 
In that criticism, which the press 
has quickly seized upon as good 
headline material. To call an insti- 
tution undemocratic, is to Invoke 
prejudice at once, and to call up an 
idea of all sorts of special privilege, 
vested interests, and unjust discrim- 
inations. 

Undemocratic may mean aristo- 
cratic, in a snobbish sense, the crea- 
tion of barriers of caste, not based 
on merit or desert This is hardly a 
fair charge to bring against most 
American universities. In England, 
not so many years ago, an able boy 
ot humble birth might say "Oh, 
boys of my clas8cnever>,g0yto, ihe 
universities," That Kmark indtroted 
a really undemocratic condition— a 
certain snobbishness. Such a state- 
ment would bo utterly foreign to 
the American attitude. Any boy ot 
any "class" may go as a matter of 
course to American, universities. In 
this sense, ùndémômtic is the least 
appropriate epithet that could be 
applied to the University of Ver- 
mont, where the students come 
from every type ot home, and 
where family or money count hot 
at all with faculty or student body. 
If any college is more democratic 
In this sense than Vermont, I do 
not know where It Is. 

The word is sometimes used to 
describe the course of study in a 
college— undemocratic, in that they 
do not serve the needs of most 
students, aloof from .the majority, 
designed for tho select few. Let us 
look at this meaning. Democracy 
has been defined as a social form 
"where everyone has a ebaaos^jnd 
feels that he has it" Democratic 
education, then, should assist In giv- 
ing that chance to everyone capable 
ot profiting by it The so-called 
'practical" courses at the University 
of Vermont, and elsewhere, obvious- 
ly Justify themselves on this ground 
without argument They teach ■ 
student to be an engineer, a chem- 
ist, a dietitian, a doctor, etc., and so 
help to give him "a chance," 

But suppose some students want 
to find their places In music, in art 
or In writing. This group will be a 
small one, and its financial Import- 
ance small. Must we Ignore them 
because they do not represent the 
majority? Not it democracy is an 
order where every man is to be 
given a chance. Many a Vermont 
town keeps a blind-end road open 
to serve one or two citizens. It is 
their right they say. Then the same 
obligation exists to keep open the 
less travelled roads in education. 
.Some subjects , are called imprac- 
tical. "Practical" is a word as hard 
to define as "democratic." What Is 
"practical" learning? Obviously en- 
gineering, agriculture, and medicine 
arc practical But surely govern- 
ment and history, are practical to a 
voter who nowadays needs the ex- 
perience ot the ages and the wisdom 
of Solomon. Are social studies prac- 
tical In a society threatened with so- 
cial disintegration? Even despised 
Greek and Latin may be very prac- 
tical to those few who come to see 
the significance ot two great civili- 
zations on which the western world 
built Its society. 

And how about studies whose 
main aim is to elevate the level of 
living? Is all progress material, or 
is it worth while to try to increase 
the number to whom music, or lit- 
erature, or art give satisfaction? 



Like the religious sense, a taste tor ' 
these things Is not marketable, but 
the stadards they demand are safer 
for a nation than the robber rule 
that he shall take who can. Human 
learning— the discoveries of the 
mind— can never be safely set aside 
as useless. There is, it is true, 
ground for argument about requir- 
ing certain studies. There Is none 
about offering them. The only truly 
democratic attitude toward learning 
is to open the doors and clear the 
road to all. 

There Is, so far as clearly appears, 
only one sense In which American 
education, at the University ot Ver- 
mont, and elsewhere, is undemocra- 
tic—It is not open to ail because of 
economic handicjsps.:Much more has 
been done to maice it so than Is gen- 
erally recognized. Buildings have 
been built libraries given, and 
scholarships and grants In aid en- 
dowed or financed by the state. 
Many a student today gets a college 
education that he could not get if 
dependent on the resources of him- 
self and his family alone. 

At the University of Vermont 
some six hundred students were 
financially aided last year. But it 
remains unfortunately true that 
many able students cannot go to col- 
lege. This, however, is no reproach 
to the college. All colleges live up 
to their income or beyond It They 
can lower the cost ot education only 
as generous philanthropists, or or- 
ganized society, make it possible. If 
the slate desires that all who are 
capable receive education beyond 
the level of the secondary school, 
then the state must make it possi- 
ble. That would mean very lieavy 
expense, tor the first result ot free 
or very low tuition would be a 
great Increase In number of stud- 
ents and resulting In additional 
costs in equipment and instruction. 
Nevertheless this may be coming; 
for certainly hi this day ot exacting 
demands on applied science, and ot 
bewildering problems In society, the 
state needs all the skill, and all the 
trained minds, that it can produce. 



PROFESSORS PROVE HORSE 
IS NO MOUNTAIN GOAT 

The horse may be man's best 
friend, but he's no mountain goat 
This fact although assumed true 
for many years, was recently con- 
clusively proved by Dr. Philip W. 
Wright and Dr. Ludvlg G, Browman 
ot the natural science staff. 

One tunny, summer day, dudes 
Wright and Browman set out on a 
two-man field expedition to Bass 
Lake, more than 20 miles from 
home. While crossing a particu- 
larly steep and rocky portion of the 
trail, trusty Dobbin, the pack horse, 
being unshod and evidently tired ot 
leading âinormjd'Iite, surprised the 
pair with^?slartUng series ot acro- 
batics, finishing with a somersault 
over a cliff to a stream bed 35 feet 
below. 

Here he lay on his back, half 
submerged in water and wedged 
between two rocks. For more than 
four hours the scientists strove to 
dislodge him, wondering why he 
had not broken his nèck, and spec- 
ulating as to how badly the beans 
and other supplies had been crush- 
ed. 

Finally, Dr. Browman, applying 
submarine strategy, removed the 
submerged pack, and after much 
strain and stress, Dobbins relative 
position was corrected and thé ex- 
pedition proceeded. The horse, hav- 
ing had a glimpse of the equine 
promised land, but with no serious 
injuries in consequence, stayed well 
under control during the rest of 
the trip. 

The moral of this story applies 
only to natural scientists who con- 
template a packing trip— keep the 
denatured alcohol away from the 
pack-horse. ^ .• . -
